Social  Studies  Cover  World  Events 


A  social  studies  class  is  required  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  Lane,  and 
freshmen  can  elect  to  take  citizenship, 
the  only  ninth  grade  class  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

Seventh  grade  classes  study  world 
geography  in  their  class.  During  the  last 
nine  weeks,  a  concentrated  study  is  done 
on  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Eighth  graders  devote  an  entire  year 
of  study  to  the  American  heritage.  This 
course  also  includes  current  events  with 
study  of  film  strips  and  newspapers. 

Ninth  grade  citizenship  is  a  study  of 
our  government.  This  class  teaches  each 
student  his  responsibilities  to  his  country. 
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Scott  Hedeen,  Deb  Niblick,  Debbie  Fritz,  Dan  Wade,  Rob  Audman  and 
Royce  Lane  study  posters  in  room  208.  Mr.  McClelland  displays  these  post- 
ers which  pertain  to  American  rights  and  duties  for  his  citizenship  classes.

Students  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  learn  grammar,  composition,  speech, 
spelling  and  literature.  These  classes  also  use 
the  library  throughout  the  year. 

Dramatics  class  was  offered  for  the  first 
time  this  year  as  an  elective  to  ninth  graders. 
And,  seventh  grade  students  were  enrolled  in 
Developmental  Reading. 

The  aim  of  the  language  arts  program  at 
Lane  is  to  achieve  good  communication,  oral 
and  written,  and  to  gain  an  appreciation  of 
literature.

Seventh  grade  students  have  one  semester 
of  science  which  also  includes  a  unit  on 
health. 

Eighth  graders  have  a  full  year  of  science 
class,  which  also  includes  health  study.  These 
students  learn  the  basics  of  the  subject  plus 
several  non-living  sciences  such  as  light, 
souns,  magnatism,  electricity  and  weather. 

Freshmen  at  Lane  have  two  courses  from 
which  to  chose  for  their  science  study.  Biol- 
ogy and  general  science  classes  are  offered 
to  them.  Life  and  physical  sciences  are 
taught  in  these  ninth  grade  courses.

Math  Students  Conquer  Numbers 


Four  mathematics  classes  are  offered 
to  the  860  students  at  Lane.  Seventh 
grade  students  begin  with  a  modern  ap- 
proach of  review  of  fractions,  decimals 
and  percentages.  In  the  eighth  grade, 
geometry  and  negative  numbers  are  in- 
troduced to  the  course  content.  Fresh- 
men students  are  enrolled  in  either 
algebra  or  general  mathematics.  Al- 
gebra classes  review  all  math  up  to  the 
ninth  grade  and  then  introduce  equa- 
tions, story  problems  and  other  math 
problems.  General  mathematics  con- 
tinues the  study  of  numbers,  fractions 
and  other  already  established  math 
teaching. 

Junior  high  mathematics  gives  a  basic 
foundation  for  future  classes  in  this  de- 
partment as  students  go  on  to  high 
school  and  more  specialized  study. 


Using  a  chart  to  learn  least  common 
multiples  and  the  greastest  common  fac- 
tors help  these  seventh  grade  students. 
These  items  are  basic  to  future  math 
classes.

Vocal  and  Instrumental  Groups 
Learn  Music  Techniques  and 
Develop  Skills 


Vocal  and  instrumental  music  fill  the 
schedules  of  many  Lane  students.  All 
three  grades  of  Vikings  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  enroll  in  one  of  the  music  of- 
ferings. 

Seventh  grade  students  meet  on  alter- 
nating days  for  vocal  music  classes  where 
they  study  basic  fundamentals  in  music. 
Eighth  graders  are  members  of  the  Cadet 
Choir  and  they  meet  on  alternate  days 
and  practice  for  the  public  performances 
they  give  during  the  year. 

Concert  Choir  members  are  from  the 
freshmen  class  at  Lane.  Singing  for  public 
and  school  appearances  keep  them  busy 
practicing. 

Instrumental  music  groups  include  the 
Concert  Band  and  the  Cadet  Band. 
Seventh  and  eighth  grade  band  members 
form  the  Cadet  band  and  they  work  and 
practice  to  achieve  the  goal  of  a  chair  in 
the  Concert  Band  during  their  freshmen 
year.

Seventh  grade  students  are  required  to  take  art 
for  nine  weeks  of  the  year.  They  learn  only  the 
basics  of  the  course.  When  students  are  in  the 
eighth  grade,  they  may  choose  to  take  either  one 
or  two  semesters  of  the  course.  These  alternating 
classes  further  develop  skills  and  tastes  of  the  art 
students. 

Ninth  grade  students  are  given  the  elective  of 
art  offered  on  the  alternating  schedule.  More  de- 
tailed work  is  done  in  this  more  advanced  class.

Lane's  department  of  practical  arts  includes  classes  in 
industrial  arts  and  home  economics.  Wood  and  metal  shop 
develop  crafts  for  the  boys  as  well  as  drafting  instruction. 
Boys  learn  to  plan,  carry  out  and  evaluate  worth-while  proj- 
ects and  products  for  the  home.  Students  enrolled  in  the  in- 
dustrial arts  classes  also  learn  good  working  habits  and 
safety  habits. 

Cook,  sewing,  and  general  home  care  are  areas  covered  in 
the  home  economics  classes.  Girls  in  all  three  grades  have  the 
opportunity  to  benefit  and  learn  from  the  offerings  of  this  part 
of  the  practical  arts  department. 

All  students  in  these  classes  develop  skills  and  learn  about 
what  will  help  them  in  daily  living.

Students  indulge  in  exercises,  soccer,  basketball, 
gymnastics,  and  other  physical  activity  in  the  well- 
equipped  gymnasium.  This  department  also  offers  be- 
fore and  after  school  activities  such  as  intramurals  for 
both  boys  and  girls  and  gymnastics  and  judo.  These 
activities  prove  that  fun  can  be  beneficial. 

Health  is  another  alternating  subject  which  is  re- 
quired for  all  ninth  grade  Vikings.  Students  learn  about 
the  body  and  how  it  functions.  Also  in  this  class,  stu- 
dents are  taught  the  book  part  of  drivers  education. 


Three  foreign  languages  are  offered 
to  all  ninth  grade  Vikings.  This  year 
over  100  students  are  enrolled  in  first- 
year  Latin,  French  or  Spanish. 

Course  study  for  these  languages  in- 
cludes the  basic  vocabulary  and  con- 
versation, historical  background  of  the 
country  and  customs  of  the  land.  Book 
study,  tapes,  records,  film  strips  and 
projects  give  added  interest  to  these 
three  classes.
